The delegates are to 
represent all parties, classes, and interests, 
both political and non-political, in Ireland, 
The president will be nominated by the 
Government, and there will be, we gather, 
a further nominated element. The pro- 
ceedings of the Convention will be eun- 
ducted in private—a very necessary safe- 
guard against premature charges of the

of a new constitution for Ireland, 
but membership of the Convention will 
prejudice nobody's principles or convic- 
tions.

The Minister of Pensions, in his introduc- 
tory speech yesterday, outlined the work 
which, although the local committees will 
still be responsible for it, can only be done 
properly through the agency of a joint com- 
mittee. For a large part of Ireland 
Dublin is the inevitable centre, and the 
joint committee which will be formed as a 
result of yesterday's conference: will be 
based on Dublin. It will include direct 
representatives of local committees in the 
appointed area, employers’ and labour 
delegates, and members who will be co- 
opted on account of special ability to 
assist in the drafting of a scheme. The 
work to be done by the committee is indi- 
cated by the terms of the War Pensions 
Act and the hew pensions warrant. The 
warrant prescribes particular inducements 
‘to discharged disabled men to submit to 
suitable treatment and training for their 
own benefit and that of the community. 
A scale of pensions according to different 
kinds and degrees of disablement is in 
force. If a disabled man is told that a 
certain cottrse of treatment will lessen 
his disability, and he refuses to undergo 
that treatment, he forfeits half the 
pension. If he is likely to be made fit for 
any useful employment, he will be offered 
free training, and he has the assur- 
ance that his pension will be continued in 
full, no matter what he may earn for him- 
self as the result of his training. The 
joint committee is expected to organise the 
facilities for the treatment and training 
which are thus pressed upon disabled 
men.

IRISH BREWING TRADE. 


A correspondent writes :—It is somewhat difi- 
eult for the layman to understand the disloca- 
tion, if not the total destruction, of the brew- 
ing trade in Ireland by the recent proposals 
made by the Premier when dealing with the 
questions of prohibition and decreased output of 
alcoholic liquors in the United Kingdom. The 
pre-war duty was 7a. 9d. per barrel (36 gallons) 
of beer or stout at a specific gravity of 55 
degrees. Last year it was raised to £1 Se. 
which was almost a staggering blow to the Irish 
trade, as, while the gravity was alldwed to be 
lowered in Britain, and the brewer could recoup 


cipal kind of beer brewed in Ireland tho brewer 
was unable to reduce his standard of strength. 
hrieíly stated, the cause of the possible “i 
trouble in Ireland is that the proposed standard 
to be set up is wholly inapplicable to the Irish 
trade. Irish stout is seldom brewed ai a lers 
gravity than 60 degrees, and in many cases at a 
much higher standard.

OBITUARY, 
REV. J. 8. FLETCHER. 

A well-known clergyman of the Church of 
Ireland passed away in the person of the Rev. 
James 8. Fletcher, D.D., who died yesterday, 
at Meeanee, Terenure, Co. Dublin, in his &3rd 
year.

If they reached one, the 
Government would do their best to carry 
it into effect; and, though the Treasury 
must, of course, be safeguarded, they 
would not forget that “ restitution and 
reparation” ought to begin at home.

The task of introducing the proposals of 
the Government to the House of Lords fell 
to Earl Curzon, and it was a task which 
he confessed he approached with consider- 
able apprehension. As an oratorical effort 
Lord Curzon’s speech was a masterpiece, 
and he was delightful to listen to. Whether 
noble lords on the other side of the House 
were convinced by his arguments in favour 
of making: yet another attempt to solve 
the Irish problem was open to some doubt 
but, if choice of language and felicity af 
expression could contribute to that end, 
Lord Curzon achieved a rotable success. 
The Marquis of Crewe followed, and ex- 
pressed the view that the Government ha 
gone as far as they could be expected to á 
at this moment. 

Viscount Midleton made a studiously 
moderate speech, and in this respect he 
was supported by Lord Lansdowne, who 
thought that we had travelled too far 
along the road to Home Rule to turn 
abruptly aside now. He indicated, how- 
ever, that any eg rye for the partition 
of Ireland would not find favour in the 
country. As to the Convention, it could 
do no harm, and might do good, and so he 
wished it God-speed. Any scheme which 
resulted must, however, be one which 
would find its place in a general scheme 
of devolution for the United Kingdom. 
The only speaker, uncompromisingly hostile 
to any scheme for setting up a separate 
Government in Ireland during the war was 
Lord Selborne. ~lt would, he thought, be 
most dangerous and unwise: but if, after 
the war, steps were taken to solve the 
Irish problem, he would be glad to assist. 

While it is the desire of the Govern- 
ment to summon the proposed Irish Home 
Rule Convention at the earliest possible 
moment, they are fully alive to the fact 
that there are important difficulties in the 
way even of taking this step. Some pro- 
gress, as the Prime Minister's speech in- 
dicated, has been made in settling the 
influences and imterests to be represented ; 
but the full list cannot be made out with- 
out much investigation and consultation, 
in which many susceptibilities and views 
as to relative importance will have to be 
considered. This must, of course, take 
Ume. Nor must it be concealed that the 
failure of the Convention proposal is quite 
a possibility. If any important section of 
Irish opinion refuses to be represented, 
such a possibility must come into view ; 
and it is not forgotten among members 
who understand the Irish situation that 
the Republicans have already announced 
their determination to have nothing to do 
with the Conference. The acceptance of 
Ulster is at least doubtful. The point will 
be considered at the meeting of the Ulster 
Unionist Council to be held in the course 
of the next few days. Meanwhile the 
Ulster Unionist members were remarkin 
this evening that Mr. John Redmond di 
not adopt the most tactful method of secur- 
ing that acceptance by declaring that no 
section of Irishmen could, with any show 
of reason, refuse.

ENEMY’S HEAVY LOSSES. 


FRENCH SUCCESSES IN| 


: CHAMPAGNE. 

We now hold the whole of the Hindenburg 
line, from east of Bullecourt to Arras, 
except for a sector a little more than 
a mile in length near Bullecourt.

The operations in the Hindenbarg line between 
Builecourt and Fontaine-iez-Croisilics were con- 
tinued with success during the night. 

Our troops who have carried the front 
trenches of the Hindenburg line, and have re- 
peiled several counter-attacks, renewed their 
attack in the evening, and, after fierce hand-to- 
hand fighting, captured a support trench also. 

Hostile counter-attacks were again driven off 
With heavy losses to the enemy, whose troops 
ng engaged in the open by our massed artil- 
ery. 

A large number of the enemy dead were 
found in the captured positions. About 150 
prisoners have, so tar, been taken by us in these 
operations.

All information received confirms the severity 
of the German losses in the recent Sighting in 
this area. 

With the exception of a sector about 2,000 
yards in length, immediately west of Bullecourt, 
we now hold the whole of the Hindenburg line 
from a point one mile east of Bullecourt to 
Arras. 

Hosflle artillery has again shown considerable 
activity on the north bank of the Scarpe. 

There was great activity in the air yesterday. 
A number of successful bombing raids were 
carried out, and our aeroplanes co-operated 
actively with our infantry attacks, engaging 
German troops in the enemy's front line 
trenches with machine-gun fire. In the air 
fighting seven German aeroplanes were brought 
down, one of which fell in our lines, and eight 
others were driven down out of control.

Mr. Lloyd George, in the course of his state: 
ment on the Government's proposals for 
aa Irish settlement, in the Commons yes- 
terday, expressed the opinion that the 
dominant reason why all previous efforts 
to secure a settlement had failed was— 
that the proposals had all emanated, not 
from the country chiefly concerned, but 
from British Governments. The Govern- 
ment had, therefore, decided to invite 
Irishmen themselves to put forward their 
own proposals for the government of their 
own country. 

Ireland herself had never been faced with the 
real difficuities with which every Govern- 
ment had been confronted in attempting 
to solve this perplexing problem. The ex: 
periment of hammering out a Constitution 
for themselves had succeeded in Canada, 
Australia, and South Africa, and what 
had been accomplished there he could not 
help believing was achievable in Ireland. 


The Government, therefore, proposed to sum: 
mon immediately, on behalf of the Crown, 
a Convention of representative Irishmen, 
in Ireland, to submit to the British (Go. 
vernment and to the British Parliament 
a Constitution forthe future government 
of Ireland within the Empire. 

The Convention must be representative of 
all leading interests, classes, creeds, and 
phases of thonght in Ireland, including 
Sinn Feiners. In the main, the view of 
the Government was that it ought to con- 
sist of representatives of the local govern- 
ing bodies, the Churches, the trade unions, 
of the commercial interests, the. educated 
interests—in fact, a real representation of 
Irish life, thought, and activity in all 
their leading aspects. 

Where it was not possible to have delegates 
chosen by the bodiés whom they repre- 
Sented, other means would be taken to 
secure that every element of Irish opinion 
should be present.

It would be easy 
to adopt the popular cour@ now of turning 
down any and every honest attempt to solve 
this problern. He was not there to -court 
popularity of that kind. 


THE QUESTION OF SACRIFICE. 

Last year he might have been cheered from 
every platform in Ireland if he had rejected 
the proposals of the Government. He etill be- 
lieved that if those proposals had been 
accepted--they were impossible now—it might 
have been possible to bring them closer 
together, and ultimately to have established 
the unity of all creeds and classes.

COLONIAL PRECEDENTS. 

In this proposal the Government found his- 
torical precedents, perhaps not analagous, but 
certainly similar in design and purpose, for the 
Constitutions of Canada, Australia, and South 
Africa. The Canadian Constitution was the 
direct outcome of the Conference of 1864, and 
the outcome of their deliberations was embodied 
in the Imperial Act passed into law in 1867. 
Similarly with regard to the Australian Com- 
monweaith, there was a Convention in 1897; it 
was referred to a referendum in 1898 and 1899, 
and finally resulted in the Commonwealth Act, 
which received the assent of the Crown in 1900. 
,thus neither Canada nor Australia thought 
three years too long to devote to the task of 
creating a Constitution for a united and con- 
teated State. And lastly, there was the case of 
South Africa. In the case of the three pre- 
cedents which he had named he thought he had 
shown that there was some ground for cn- 
couragement, if not of hope, as to the pro 
Convention. It would be represertative of all 
classes, creeds, parties, and interests in Ireland, 
it would not in the main, it was thought, be a 
Convention of politicians, although they would 
be represented.

VISCOUNT MIDLETON, 


Viscount MIDLETON said he demred to put 
before the House the views of a considerable 
body of Unionist opinion in Ireland, who were 
deeply affected by the proposal which had been 
put forward. Althowgh Earl Curson took a 
road standpoint with regard to those pro- 
posals, yet there was too much of a tendency 
on the part of the Government, in the letter 
addressed by the Prime Minister to Mr. Red- 
mond, to look upon this issue as being an issue 
only between the body of Nationalists and 
Ulster Unionists, without having regard to. the 
Unionists of other parts of ireland. In the 
first place, this was a matter of what was safe 
for the British Empire. It was that which 
ought to be considered, as well RA the desires of 
Irishmen alone, and there ougitt also to weigh 
the pernianence of the arrangement whioh it 
was proposed to make. He did not wish to 
introduce any more criticism then he could 
help, but the proposals showed how sitran ely 
the Government misconceived the feeling when 
they E forward the first § alternative. 
"That alternative was the resuscitation of the 
Act of 1914, which was atillborn. Unionists 
pointed out at the time that the Act of 1914 
was absolutely impracticable. The bane of Ire- 
land had been that there had been a bitter 
difference of creed and race, and the desire to 
set one over the other. Moreover, the Govern- 
ment in 1914 took a majority, or what they 
thought was a majority, and endeavoured to 
aet them over the whole nation, which differed 
from them in the essence of character and feel. 
ing. If it had not been for the reluctance 
shown by their lordships’ Howe for three years 
if it had not been for the strong and vigerous 
determination of Ulster to resist, the last state 
would have been worse than the first.

of in the past. He could not believe that Ear! 
Curzon, who, throughout his career, had most 
strongly asserted and maintained the rights of 
British citizenship all over the globe, would 
allow it to be said that the Government of 
which he was a member was the one which 
settled this question in a hurry at the expense 
of the loyal element. He urged the Govern- 
ment to take their courage in both hands and 
require of the Nationalist element, and of 
Ireland generally, that they should not merely 
receive, but that they should give, He urged 
them also to remember that it was their busi- 
neas not merely to cajole, but to govern. He 
hoped he had not said a word which suggested a 
desire to wreck the arrangement; but he did nut 
wish it to be supposed that the loyal element 
would go into the Convention with a rope round 
their necks, The failure of the Lloyd George 
negotietions last year was received with relief 
in Ireland. There was now less talk about 
Home Rule in Dublin, Belfast, and Cork than 
there was in this country. If it was necessary 
for an arrangement to be made, by all means 
let it be attempted, but unless they could secure 
a peace which would be just and durable the 
Convention would “be waste of time, and a lost 


opportunity.
